THE ANTHONY TROLLOPE CHARGE.

IN his very entertaining autobiography Mr. 
Anthony Trollope has a good deal to say on the 
vexed question of international copyright, as 
most English authors have. ‘‘I cannot say,”’ 
he writes, ‘‘ that I have never had a shilling of 


American money on behalf of reprints of my | 
work—but I have been conscious of no such | 


payment.

EDMUND HARRISON, salesman and traveiler for 
J. B. Lippincott & Co., died suddenly on the 
morning of the 15th inst., at his home in Phila- 
delphia.
